24 MHZ IS OURS! 

Raymond A. Kowalski, Chief of the FCC’s Special Services 
Division of the Private Radio Bureau, made it official at Ham- 
vention ’85. According to Kowalski, on April 24, the FCC adopted a 
Report and Order transferring 24 MHZ to the Amateur Radio 
Service effective 0001 UTC on June 22, 1985. This will make the band 
available one day before Field Day, and it is unknown at press time 
how, or if, contacts for the new band will be counted for the event. 

The FCC has set no special power limits for 12 meters; 1500 watts 
PEP is the maximum allowable power output. In addition, 10 MHz 
(30 meters) is now officially an amateur band, eliminating the need 
for the temporary authority granted by the Commission some time 
ago. Hams operating on 30 meters will be restricted to a power 
limit of 200 watts PEP output, in order to protect existing fixed 
services which plan to continue operating through 1989.

NO MODIFICATIONS FOR NEXT HAM 
IN SPACE OPERATION 

A $65,000 “‘integration cost,’’ has caused the National Aeronautic 
and Space Administration (NASA) to scale back Amateur Radio 
operations aboard the 51F space mission set for July. 

Original plans for the mission (where two hans — WOORE and 
W4NTZ — will be aboard) called for a 10 meter antenna to be 
located in the cargo bay. This antenna was to be used to transmit 
slow-scan TV pictures back to earth and also to be part of a two- 
meter to ten-meter repeater. 

Under the latest NAS proposal, only the small window antenna 
will be permitted and that will curtail operations to two-meter HT 
and a slow speed TV downlink only on two meters. 

Even two-meter operation will be curtailed due to time and space 
constraints since the window where the amateur radio antenna will 
be mounted will have to be shared with other experiments. 

A firm flight plan should be available within a few weeks.

LAKELAND FLY-IN

The Polk Ham Club (W4TJM) provided an Amateur Radio 
Communication Center for the 11th Experimental Aircraft 
Association Sun and Fun Fly-In at Lakeland, Florida, March 17-23. 
An estimated 114,000 people attended this fly-in show, which is the 
second largest in the country, to see antiques, classic, home-built, 
aerobatic, warbirds and light aircraft. There were 141 foreign 
guests representing 21 countries during this event. 

The Polk Ham Club was assisted by Hams in the local area, with 
the Lake Wales Repeater Association, Lakeland Repeater 
Association, and the Polk County Civil Defense Department 
provided the facilities. The communication center was staffed by 
Director of Operations Ginger Fitzgerald, WB4SOU, Traffic 
Coordinator Dick Roland, WA4QJY, Engineering Ed Nevin, 
K4EBE, Engineering Polk County Civil Defense Tom Bell, 
KA4ALV, Logistics Lucky Parker, K4EBO. During this event 
approximately 300 people visited the center, of which two-thirds 
were Hams. Several hundred messages were sent to 35 states and 
other countries. 


FCC PROPOSES PROHIBITING DISQUALIFIED 
PERSONS FROM PARTICIPATING IN THIRD-PARTY 
COMMUNICATIONS (PR DOCKET 85-51) 

The Commission has proposed prohibiting disqualified persons 
from participating in third-party Amateur communications. 

The Commission rules require an Amateur station to be under the 
control of a licensed operator at all times. However, the rules 
permit a third party, who can be any person, to participate in 
Amateur communications, provided the control operator monitors 
and supervises the transmissions. 

Persons whose Amateur privileges have been terminated have 
wanted to take advantage of the third-party rule by participating in 
communications from stations licensed to Amateurs in good 
standing.

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GUEST EDITORIAL COMMENTS: VOLUNTEERS

In Amateur Radio we rely on volunteers to promote our hobby 
and public service. Very few Amateur Radio organizations have 
any sort of payroll or paid assistance. Hams in the Greater 
Jacksonville area contribute many hours to the success of our local 
clubs. b 

Dr. Tom Comstock, N5TC, who is Vice-Director of the West Gulf 
Division of ARRL had some salient observations in the recent issue 
of ARRL Field Forum. He states ‘‘research has shown that (1) a 
leader’s expectations and the way he or she treats volunteers 
directly determine how those volunteers perform. (2) People work 
better, harder and more effectively if they are treated with respect, 
concern and interest. (3) If feasible high performance expectations 
are set for volunteers, they generally meet or exceed them. This is 
another way of saying that having clear objectives is crucial. 

‘Some people are like wheelbarrows, they have to be pushed. 
Some are like kites, they will fly away if you don’t keep a string on 
them. Others are like footballs, you never know which way they will 
bounce. Some are like trailers, they have to be pulled. Still others 
are like balloons, always ready to blow up.”’ 

‘As a Strong general rule, volunteers are best handled in a gray 
area somewhere between the democratic and participative styles 
of leadership (leaning in the direction of participative). Most active 
amateur radio operators are highly individualistic.”’ 

When volunteers are used, they should be made to feel that their 
services are worthwhile and appreciated. Nothing is more 
frustrating than to volunteer for a public service event or amateur 
radio promotional event and then get there to waste time in an 
unimportant capacity. Or to do important work and then not feel 
appreciated. 

In many cases, these problems are caused by lack of 
organization by the sponsors of the public service event. They, 
themselves are often volunteers and may not be as well organized 
as the hams serving them. 

Progress is being made in making amateur radio volunteer work 
more attractive. Unworthy events are being eliminated from 
public service calendars and others are being improved to use our 
services more effectively.

What’s happening to the dwindling ham population? 

Since my novice license was dated 11/1/56, I though I would answer the question. 

First, those of us of the WW II persuasion are dying off. The WW II babies are now in 
their 40s and covered up with $15000 automobiles and $750000 homes and their hobby is 
trying to make ends meet. 

The war surplus stuff that allowed us on the air for pennies in the 50s is no longer ac- 
ceptable even though there’s a lot of it around. So, second, the merchants are pricing 
themselves out of business in several ways — knobs that do little but add to the price, and 
advertising with little in the way of ‘“‘build it yourself’ or ‘repair it yourself’’ en- 
couragement. 

Third, we have been divided by such advertising merchants as W2NSD \ Never Say Do) 
whose idea of selling something is obviously to divide and conquer. He is good at it. When I 
started in ’56 there was no such confusion. The League spoke with a single representative 
voice and was effective even though not everyone agreed. Now we see the power of 
babble. 

Fourth, the thing has gotten so complicated even for the Advance Class ticket holder 
that if I had to start all over again, I wouldn’t. We got our feet wet with ‘‘75 watts xtal 
controlled’’ with a year to get it done or get off the air and the characters that just HAD to 
have a mike and a 2 meter box got off, for the most part. My first CW went out on 3735 kes 
with a 6V6 in the final—I could have had 3 watts in the 90 meter dipole. The receiver was a 
BC348 with darn near a quarter of an inch of wobbly dial in the novice band, not counting 
the drift for the first hour or so. No SSB, ATV, MSO, ad inf., and believe me I am FOR 
progress, but it is culling out the riff-raff. 

Compared to what we are seeing today,there is no incentive, no challenge, and little 
enthusiasm. Romance never had anything to do with it except for what the PR guys would 
try to make you swallow. Pride in accomplishment, pride in operating technique, pride in 

ability to copy CW, handle traffic, pride in belonging to a national organization like 
ARRL, pride in willingness to help others in an emergency which are now uncommon

Dear Andy: 

Your book review in the May Skip was very interesting. I did not know that the ‘““Army 
Loop”’ (Electronics 8/67) was a new development until I saw that it had won in the ARRL 
Antenna Design Contest! 

With the idea that the Army Loop would make a compact antenna for present day 
compact living, I set up one to check out several years ago. It has to be tuned and matched 
at the antenna and an in-shack ‘‘transmatch” is out. Of course this would be the case if 
you were using a beam and wanted to have a clean pattern. There is a loss in this type of 
antenna but probably no more than the ‘‘out of the window and into the trees” wires or 
ground-plainless verticles that are used. The high-Q, narrow band-pass does reduce the 
out-of-band pick-up on reception and TVI producing harmonics on transmission which is 
not a bad characteristic of this antenna. If the inefficiencies and the electrical con- 
siderations are not a factor it will doa job in cramped or portable operation.

843.16 Unlawful to Install radio equipment’ using assigned 
frequency of state or law enforcement officers; definitions; ex- 
ceptions; penalties.— :

Federal Communications Commission to police or law enforcement 
officers of.any city or county of the state, or to the state or any of its 
agencies. Provided, nothing herein shall be construed to affect any 
radio station licensed by the Federal Communications System. 

-(2) As used in this section the term “emergency vehicle’ shall 
specifically mean: 

(a) Any motor vehicle used by any law enforcement officer or 
employee of any city, county, the state, Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, or Armed Forces of the United States while on official 
‘business; 

(b) Any fird department vehicle of any city or county of the 
state, or any state fire department vehicle; 

(c) Any motor vehicle designated as an emergency vehicle by 
the Department of Highway Safety and Motor Vehicles and said 
vehicle {s to be assigned the use of frequencies assigned to the 
state; 

(d) Any motor vehicle designated as an emergency’ vehicle by 
the’ sheriff of any county in Florida when said vehicle is to be 
assigned the use of frequencies assigned to the said county;

Mr. Knurled F. Lywheel, spokesperson for computer operations 
at FCC, yesterday announced the start of a three-month study into 
new callsign allocations for the Amateur Service. 

“Following the trend of the past few years,” he said, “‘we will be 
changing all callsigns into a format that makes it easier for the 
FCC computer,” (a Univac model 1-A). The study will determine if 
binary, hexadecimal, or machine language callsigns will be the 
easiest. 

A typical callsign like ‘‘W1ABC’”’ with be changed to 
**101100010110,6A33EBO, or !?&??;X-% depending upon the system 
that is finally selected. N4GG

TEN RADIOMAN’S RULES 
FOR CAREFUL MAINTENANCE 
By Dan Bauer, AC4K 
(Special to FLORIDA SKIP) 
Get yourself mentally and physically prepared for the job at 
hand. Take a little extra time to gather the necessary tools, 
manuals and so forth. Provide yourself with a reasonably 
clean and well lighted workplace. Be safety minded — use 
eye protection when soldering, using spray solvents or tools 
in accordance with modern industry practices. Be careful 
when servicing live equipment. Remember that the older 
tube type gear manufactured more than ten years ago is 
generally more dangerous due to the higher voltages used 
and the less stringent product safety standards which were 
commonly followed in the ‘‘good old days.”’ 
Hardware store items such as Windex, paper towels, wooden 
toothpicks, pipe cleaners, epoxy and super glue can be used 
for many purposes including cleaning equipment, dispensing 
oil or contact cleaners and performing minor repairs to 
plastic parts. Always check any solvent or cleaner’ for 
compatibility with paints or plastics in an unconspicuous spot 
before commencing cleaning operations. 
The first thing I check when servicing any radio is to verify 
that all fuses are the correct value. An oversized fuse, in- 
stalled during an ‘‘emergency”’ is often forgotten with 
sometimes disasterous consequences. If you must use the 
wrong fuse, try using the next smaller size rather than a 
larger one. A small container should be handy to hold all 
screws and piece parts removed during disassembly. Make a 
mental or actual note of which screw goes where. Try to get 
all hardware back in its original position when reassembling. 
Be sure to replace any missing fasteners, lockwashers, etc., 
exactly as designed. One of those old military surplus boat 
anchors you see at the hamfest can often be obtained as a 
source of “‘mil’’ type hardware. You can strip everything 
needed now, or possibly save it intact (hidden from the XYL) 
and get screws, washers, bushings, fasteners as required. 
Physically inspect everything. Try switches and controls for 
proper feel. Check the centering of rotary switch contacts. 
Inspect electrolytic capacitors and replace those which show 
signs of leakage of their electrolyte. Don’t replace older high 
voltage electrolytic capacitors which still meet 
specifications as the newer ones have been less reliable in 
recent years. Check resistors for signs of discoloration 
and/or cracks on their bodies. Measure any which look 
suspicious and replace if necessary. 
A few words concerning circuit boards. Use an appropriate 
soldering iron like those suggested in the ARRL handbooks or 
Heath assembly manuals. Desoldering aids such as 
Solderwick or similar desoldering braids can be more easily 
used by the amateur for printed circuit board removals as an 
alternative to the old fashioned desoldering bulb. A wood 
toothpick makes an excellent ‘‘hole cleaner’’ when inserted 
in a hole which has been inadvertantly filled with solder. 
When using contact cleaners to spray switches, pots and so 
forth, be sure to use one which contains a lubricant. A solvent 
such as tri-chloroethane or freon will remove the lubricant 
present in these components and often will cause noise or 
premature failure. I can recommend Channel Master Shield 
as one of the most suitable for general purpose service work. 
A small droplet of oil can be applied to the detent mechanism 
of rotary switches to keep them from binding. I like a small 
hypodermic needle for dispensing oil — one drop please! The 
same can be done for panel bushings and potentionmeters. 
NEVER — Repeat NEVER — spray contact cleaner on a 
relay. This is a sure formula for disaster. Rather, spray a few 
drops on a burnishing tool and pass carefully between the 
contacts. A business card can then be passed between con- 
tact sets to remove any residual solvent. You can eyeball the 
relay for proper contact action while actuating the relay’s 
armature by hand. 


Now heres’ a guy that likes his Auto Amateur License Tags. Nine 
years in fact. When the cops pull up behind Walt Stock, W4IIS 
of Lauderhill - they have no doubts who he is. Slow down Walt 
they might pull you over -- just to chat about all those surplus 
license tags. 


AUDIO FIX FOR THE IC-02AT 

If you want more receive audio with less bass response for better 
or easier listening, here’s an easy modification I found in the ICOM 
newsletter. 

Turn to your owner’s manual to page 42 where it shows the radio 
opened up. Locate the line that shows the R126 squelch control, 
where this line bends it points to two (2) electrolytic capacitors. 
The one on the left is C-117. Carefully pull out and clipthe leads. 

By removing C-117 you will have eliminated the bassy sound that 
the speaker can’t produce. You will also improve battery life as a 
side effect. 

One word of caution, if you turn the volume past the half way 
point (you’ll probably find this unnecessary ) but you could blow the 
speaker. 

I did this modification to my radio and it sounds great. The tone 
should be just right for listening in a mobile or at a hamfest.

9. For vacuum tube enthusiasts, a few drops of contact cleaner 
can be sprayed onto a tube, which can then be reinserted a 
few times into its socket to quiet down noises caused by 
corrosion. It pays to retorque the screws which fasten tube 
sockets into metal chassis to insure that shields and ground 
connections function as designed. This little step has solved 
many mysterious problems for me. A tube socket which 
seems loose can be tightened by carefully reforming each 
contact with a dental pick. 

10. Paying careful attention to your equipment’s cosmetic 
appearance will make a big difference when it comes time to 
trade. If you don’t trade your sets can stay like new for years. 
Do yourself and your equipment a favor by not smoking. The 
residue left from cigarette smoke gets into and contaminates 
everything.

STRUCTURAL ANALYSIS OF 
FCC AMATEUR QUESTIONS

The purpose of this analysis of FCC amateur radio questions is to 
determine the different areas of expertise required for each class 
of amateur radio license. The following information is derived from 
an analysis of all one thousand six hundred (1,600) questions in the 
FCC amateur radio question pool.

I’ve arranged the above in order of greatest to least percentage. 
This table tells you that the FCC will ask you 3 times as many 
questions about A (Rules and Regulations) than about B 
(Operating Procedures) or C (Radio Wave Propagation). This 
means that if you’re SMART, you will study Rules and Regulations 
3 times harder than either B or C! In other words, Study harder 
what is required rather than studying what is less important. But 
wait! Before you go running off with this new found knowledge, 
there is even more information that can be analyzed from these 
questions! The FCC does not administer all 200 questions as shown 
in Table 2, Element 2 for the Novice class license. The following 
table shows how many questions of each type are contained in each 
element. These elements are arranged by the percentages within 
each element.

‘Advanced.’ Look at Table 1. There you will find that you must pass 
Element 4A. (You already passed Elements 2 and 3 when you got 
your ‘‘General’’). Next refer to Table 6 and locate Element 4A. The 
correct number of questions yeu need to pass is 37. Next to Table 5. 
This shows you the areas of interest for 4A. If you add up the total 
questions for Areas G, E, H and F, the total is 38. What this means 
is if you study only 5 Areas and know them 100% COMPLETELY, 
you can pass without knowing anything about Areas I,D,C andB! I 
DO NOT RECOMMEND THAT YOU IGNORE THESE OTHER

Currently 
Alabama, Arizona, Texas, Washington, Oregon and Michigan have 
either moved to 20 KHz channel spacing, or have announced their 
intention to do so. In response to this, the Tri-State Repeater 
Council hosted a meeting of the frequency coordinating bodies 
representing New England and the Northeastern states on March 
ond in White Plains, N.Y. The primary issue was repeater channel 
spacing in the upper 2 MHz of 2 meters. Of interest to Florida was 
the announcement at the conclusion of the meeting reaffirming the 
ARRL bandplan of 15KHz channel spacing in the 146-148 MHz 
portion of 2 meters. The Florida Repeater Council supports the 
ARRL2 meter bandplan completely. 

Florida now has approximately 500 repeaters throughout the 
state.

The following beliefs — all wrong ones — can cost you money and 
space, if followed. They can also waste your time. 


1. Antenna tuners don’t really tune anything; they just fool the 
transmitters. 

2. Reflected power is wasted power. 

3. Reflected power turns to heat in your tuner (or is dissipated in 
your finals, or makes your teeth turn orange, or etc.) 

4. Anantenna must be cut to a specific length to radiate effectively 
at a specific frequency. 

5. Twin-lead causes spurious radiation. 

6. High SWR causes spurious radiation. 


Yes, if you accept even one of the above statements, you are 
going to spend more on your rig than you should — a lot more; 
mythology is always expensive if believed. So where do you get the 
facts? 

One source is a new book, ‘“‘The Easy Way,”’ by John Haerle, 
WBSIIR. It’s a compendium of his lectures on the MARCO net 
during the last few years. Unless you have access to the definitive 
work of Walt Maxwell, W2DU as printed in back copies of QST, this 
is likely to be the only place you'll find a clear and complete 
statement of the how and why of HF antennas. (You sure won’t get 
it from certainly highly-vocal low band ragchewers — and don’t let 
the 4-letter callsigns fool you! )

PETITION FILED TO ALLOW HAM USE OF MARINE RADIOS 
Hams aboard boats and ships would be allowed to use marine 
SSB radio equipment on Amateur Radio frequencies under a 
proposal being studied by the FCC. Gordon West, WB6NOA, 
originated the petition which calls for deletion of Part 97.101(b) 
which currently requires that ‘“‘amateur mobile stations shall be 
separate from and independent of all other radio equipment, if any, 
installed aboard the same ship.” In the petition, West states, 
“allowing mariners one combined type-accepted marine SSB set 
that may also be used on amateur frequencies would reduce the 
potential of abuse from mariners selecting non-type accepted ham 
equipment and would decrease the need for a dual transceiver 
installation — one for ham and one for marine use.”’

THE BAD NEWS 
(or You Did Want That Interim Permit, Didn’t You???) 

The FCC has ruled that the current set of rules regarding the 
Certificate of Successful Completion issued by Volunteer 
Examiners is not valid for the written portion of the test (see part 
97.25 b). Your interim issued by a VE team is valid only for an 
upgrade that did not require a written test. For example: A Novice 
upgrading to Technician cannot operate because he had to pass 
written element 3 (General Test). But a Technician upgrading toa 
General can operate because he only had to pass element 1B (13 
WPM code). Get the picture? In fact, only the Tech to General 
upgrades now have interims because everything else requires 
either a written test by itself (e.g. Novice to Tech or General to 
Advanced) or a written test in conjunction with the code test. (E.G. 
NtoG, NtoA, NtoE, GtoE, AtoE, and U toeverything. ) 

Complain to folks such as Mark Fowler (FCC Chairman) or his 
boss the honorable Ronald Wilson Reagan, President of the United 
States of America. We’re presuming the VEC’s are handling the 
submissions of rewrites of 97.25 to the FCC.

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The Commission believes that any Amateur whose license has 
been revoked, suspended or cancelled, either voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily, because of rule violations, should not be able to par- 
ticipate in any Amateur communication as a third party until such 
participation has been approved. Comments are requested as to 
whether this approval should be by relicensing, by requiring the 
disqualified person to request and be granted written permission 
from the Commission to be a third party, or by some other means. 

Furthermore, the Commission said that any Amateur licensee 
who knowingly allows a disqualified person to participate in third- 
party communications will be subject to sanctions for violating the 
proposed rule.

A NATIONAL REPEATER COUNCIL 

A steering committee, chaired by John Hackman, WB4VVA, has 
been formed. The committee is the result of three meetings of 
frequency coordinators held at Hamvention ’85. Initially, all agreed 
that they could ‘“‘never agree’’ on a single 2 meter band plan to be 
used nationwide. On the other hand, an accurate data base of all 
coordinated repeaters, accessible only by frequency coordinators, 
was deemed needed in light of PR Docket 85-22. 

As announced, the group will be composed of regional 
representatives who will use modern data communication to 
develop this data base. Subject to Board approval, aid will be 
provided by the ARRL in the form of a computer and possibly a 
telephone line. In all aspects of. its involvement, the League will 
support the work of the committee without any direct control over, 
or access to, the data base; its role will be supportive only. 

The ARRL has also announced that it will soon begin publication 
of a national frequency coordinators’ newsletter, edited by Steve 
Mendelsohn (WA2DHF), Vice Director of the Hudson Division, and 
6 regional contributing editors from throughout the United States.
